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High subcontracting bids delay start 
Safety center shuffle continues

ore than two years after Town 
Mien voted to build a new safety 
center, residents are still waiting 
for workers to break ground. 

The current hold-up is because the town 
needed to send four subcontracting jobs out 
for rebidding to avoid facing overruns of 
more than $850,000. 

The subcontracting bids opened on June 6 
greatly exceeded the town’s estimate of 
$4,609,000 for subcontracting trades, said Pro- 
ject Manager Phil Tuminelli. The lowest bids 
for each job added up to $5,466,235, putting the 
sum overbudget by approximately $856,000. 

The 14 subcontracting jobs received 58 
bids, with each trade drawing between two 
and eight bids. Some of those volumes were 
below expectation, Tuminelli said. 

“Generally you hope to get between four 
and five bids for each subcontracting job,” he 
said. 

The four jobs submitted for rebid were 
heating and ventilation, roofing, tile, and 
resilient flooring. 

Because there is such a demand for con- 
struction throughout the state, Tuminelli was 
not surprised to see the bids come in so high. 

Before the four jobs were rebid, the town 
made changes in some of the materials 
required and looked for opportunities to save 
money, which will hopefully relieve the dif- 
ference between the new bids that come in 


and the town’s estimate, said Tuminelli. 

“We try to come up with realistic num- 
bers,” said Joe Piantedosi, director of plant 
and facilities . 

The town worked hard on changing the 
proposals to keep the project within budget, 
said Piantedosi, and both he and Tuminelli 
are optimistic that the new subcontracting 
bids will be more reasonable when they are 
opened Aug. 3. 

A general contractor bid has not been 
awarded yet, said Tuminelli, although eight 
bids were opened June 29, all of which were 
over the $10,094,070 construction budget. The 
lowest bidder — Mello, based out of Taunton 
— came in at 10,147,500. Mello’s past projects 
include the Westford police station and vari- 
ous other public projects, Tuminelli said. 
Though Mello’s bid is approximately $53,000 
over budget, that number could escalate if the 
subcontractor bids come back high. 

When the town realized it had to rebid the 
four subcontracting jobs, the general contrac- 
tors who had already submitted bids were 
told to carry an allowance, or extra balance, 
to cover the four subcontractor jobs that were

Hey! You can’t park there!

If the open, handicapped 
parking space in front of your 
ATM or coffee stop looks 
tempting, you might want to 
keep on driving. 

Otherwise, you could be 
photographed in the act of 
parking — by volunteers with 
Polaroid cameras — and then 
slapped with a $100 fine by 
the police. 

The Board of Selectmen 
approved the establishment 
of a volunteer, handicapped- 
parking enforcement pro- 


gram in hopes of impressing 
upon town residents the 
importance of leaving handi- 
capped spaces for those who 
truly need them. 

People parking in handi- 
capped parking spaces is a 
serious problem, says Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo, who 
fined 47 offenders during the 
past fiscal year. 

To curb the parking prob- 
lem, starting Oct. 1, five or six 
volunteers from the commis- 
sion will be trained and 
armed with the instant cam- 


eras as they go upon their 
daily business, explains Pat- 
tullo. If they spot a violation, 
one quick click will record 
the offending vehicle on film. 

The photograph is mailed 
to the vehicle owner’s house, 
and a ticket for $100 will be 
tucked neatly behind it, he 
says. Plus, the $100 fine is 
twice the price that handi- 
capped parking violators 
have paid in the past.

It’s been 40 consecutive sum- 
mers of swimming daily laps in 
Pomps Pond and there are no signs 
of slowing down for Andover’s 
devoted-to-swimming senior, Sig- 
mund B. Pfeiffer.

“There was a whole lot of walking,” 
remembers Rhoads, referring to a SIx- 
mile hike up Mount Tecumseh. Rhoads 
also completed a variety of other chal- 
lenges such as climbing the 55-foot 
Alpine Tower and navigating the trying 
Diamond course, which involved climb- 
ing up ropes and walking across logs. 

The group and its counselors also com- 
pleted four days of sailing, although 
Rhoads isn’t sure he’d classify it as sailing. 

“We had to row most of it,” he recalls, 
noting that they only sailed one of the 
fours days during which they visited many 
of the islands around Boston Harbor.

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ronmental sounds and movements. 

Although Rhoads enjoyed the ov erall 
experience he admits that he is enjoying 
the comforts of home. Just sitting in bed 
or sleeping on something that isn’t rock- 
ing is nice, he jokes. “It makes you appre- 
ciate home more.” 

Rhoads notes that he learned things 
that he can apply in his everyday life, 
like teamwork, compassion and patience.

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Selectmen warily consider apartment plan 


Holes in the preliminary plan for 135 
housing units at the current St. Clare 
monastery site caused selectmen to eye 
the proposal warily Monday night. 

Director of Planning Steve Colyer pre- 
sented the plan, which includes about 20 
percent affordable housing units in an 
apartment complex just off River Road. 
The plan is proposed by Avalon Bay 
Communities Inc., and has drawn the 
ire of many residents in that area who 
say they’re concerned about destroying 
the peacefulness of their community. 

The Massachusetts Housing Financ- 
ing Agency, a state agency considering 
whether to subsidize the project, has 
asked selectmen to review the plan and 
offer comments. MHFA is concerned 
with the proposal for two reasons, said 
Colyer. It wonders whether the site has 
any environmental conflicts, such as 
wetlands, that could prevent develop- 
ment, and whether the design makes 
sense from a marketing standpoint. 

Though selectmen found _ several 
areas that need attention, Monday 
night’s presentation was the board’s 
first taste of the project, Colyer said. 

Avalon has not made a formal presen- 
tation to any town board at this time, nor 
has Avalon offered a complete plan, mak- 
ing assessments difficult, Colyer noted.

What else was on the agenda Monday” 

Approval of three block parties. 

Approval of a charity walk-a-thon. 

A goal-setting workshop that undoubt edly 
has the sewer and safety-center projects at the 
top of the List. 

Sure, telling people about a delay is never a 
popular task. And the delay is another obvi- 
ous reminder that Andover needs to stop sub- 
mitting projects piecemeal 

With both the safety center and sewer pro- 
jects, the selectmen returned to residents one 
vear after the projects were approved to ask 
them to change the way the projects would be 
funded. Because hundreds of residents were 
outraged at the suggestion for the sewer pro 
lect. selectmen dropped an article from Town 
Meeting. The public safety center change was 
approved, but did not receive its bids until 
recently. 

With a more than one year delay, the safety 
center construction costs have grown beyond 
estimates. This is no surprise. Massachusetts 
is a booming construction market right now. 
No one is puzzled by why some elements of 
the project need to be rebid. 

What is puzzling is why Andover's 
leaders have kept so quiet about the projects 
they say are the top items on their agenda. 
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What's good for the goose 
to cars on River Street last week.

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After months of build-up, weeks of 


trial and days of tense deliberation, 
when the James Kartell murder trial 
was finally over, it was hard to find 
anyone pleased with the result. 

Obviously, and understandably, the 
Vajda family wasn't. . 

It still had seen its collective life 
turned upside down, and Janos 
Vajda’s daughters still had lost their 
father. 

Kartell wasn’t. He'll go to jail for at 
least the next five years. 

Prosecutor Fred McAlary wasn't. 
Like the Vajda daughters, he wanted a 
stiffer sentence. 

And Gregory Caccivio, one of the 12 
jurors who gave several weeks of their 
lives to the trial, says he feels that the 
sentence of five to eight years given to 


Kartell for manslaughter is “an insult 


“For all of that, for him to get just 
five years is really a kick in the butt,” 
says Caccivio. 

Caccivio has said that he was one of 
the members of the majority on the 
jury who began delibet ‘ations after the 
trial believing Kartell was guilty of 
first-degree murder. Ultimately, the 
jury compromised on a voluntary 
manslaughter verdict. 

He says the jury did not know what 
kind of punishment came with each 
charge. If he had known Kartell could 
get five to eight years? 

“I, for one, as a,juror on that case,

would not have settle as low as I did,” 
he says. “I would have held out for 
something a lot harsher. 

“We're talking about one of the 
most grievous things we can do, 
tak(ing) a life,” says Caccivio. “It's a 
blow to any reasonable-thinking 
human being who pays taxes in this 
country, in my opinion.” 

Caccivio believes the sentence 
shows that white-collar suspects can 
get away with more than the typical 
Joe. 

“If it was you or me, we'd get a lot 
more than five years,” he says. 

Caccivio says the trial became an 
important part of his life. It seems he'll 
follow the civil trial against Kartell in 
the papers. 

And he’s rooting for the Vajda chil- 
dren to win some monetary compensa- 
tion for the loss of their dad. 

“IT hope they get it. I hope they get 
every penny, because they didn't 
deserve to lose their father over this,” 
he says. “And the good doctor should 
have gotten a lot more than five years. 

“T don’t want this guy walking the 
streets. That’s my take on it,” he says. 
“Tl thought what we gave him was a 
gift to begin with, and what (the judge) 
gave him was a bigger gift.”

With architect, youth get into act of creating youth center

Before architect Joel Bargmann actu- 
ally puts pencil to paper to draw up a 
full-scale plan for the new youth center, 
he wants to make sure that the design 
truly stems from the people who will use 
it the most. 

So Wednesday, July 19, he tossed 
sticky-notes, pens, and blank posters 
into the laps of the several Andover 
Youth Services counselors and kids, 
leaving the creativity of the design in 
their hands. 

Caitlin Littlefield, 15, who has partici- 
pated in AYS programs for three years, 
first thought that AYS wanted to build 
something along the idea of a field house 
for kids. She was blown away when she 
realized youths had an opportunity to 
create a space of their own. However, it 
wasn’t hard for her to recover and 
decide what her ideal center would con- 


at would like to see a real hang-out 
room,” said Littlefield. “There is nothing 
like that in this town,” she said, refer- 
ring to it as a “comfy room” that she 
envisions having lots of couches, televi- 
sions and pool tables. 

Kids like Caitlin, counselors, AYS 
Director Bill Fahey and Program Coor- 
dinator Glenn Wilson met with 
Bargmann to sift through the numerous 
ideas suggested since the center was 
first proposed, and focus on what is fun- 
damental to a youth center. The group of 
about 15 set out to prioritize what was 
already a long wish list, said counselor 
Julie Viola. 

Art and music studios, a rock-climb- 
ing wall, a graffiti wall, a coffee house, a 
computer room, a swimming pool, and a 
bowling alley were among the ideas 
looked at to see if they were realistic. 


“We had to say, ‘OK, guys, this is get- 
ting really expensive,’ ” said Viola, who 
has been a counselor at AYS for three 
summers. “That’s when we agreed that 
not everything has to be inside the cen- 
ter. We can just have a place to meet and 
go out to do things.” 

But Bargmann isn’t ready to cross all 
the elaborate ideas, such as a recording 
studio, off the wish list yet. There are 
ways to make it happen, he said. 

“A recording studio sounds extrava- 
gant, but it could be a simple 400-square- 
foot classroom with good acoustics. It 
wouldn’t be a million-dollar digital 
recording studio, but it would be a place 
for kids to practice and make some 
noise,” he said. 

The most important element the 
youth center should have is a space for 
kids to congregate on weekends, 
Bargmann said. “What they have at 


Town Offices is too small, and the kids 
need a multipurpose room for kid-direct- 
ed programs,” he said. Smaller spaces 
for an art room and a darkroom for pho- 
tography would also be ideal for creative 
activities, he added. 

However the design turns out, the 
concrete issues discussed at Wednes- 
day’s meeting made the youth center 
more than just a vision of the future for 
many AYS hopefuls, they said. 

“This was the first real move to see 
something actually happening,” said 
Viola. “(Bargmann) was writing lots of 
stuff down, so we knew he was listening 
to us.” 

If the town shares the energy that 
Viola saw Wednesday night within the 
kids and counselors, she is positive the 
youth center will be well supported. 

“This is definitely something that can 
happen if the town wants it to,” she said.

man Michael Warshawsky, who 
have worked together to get the 
program approved, feel it is high 
time that space-stealing residents 
start paying dearly. 

“$190 is kind of a standard at 
this point,” says Warshawsky, 
pointing out that it is the average 
fine for handicapped-parking vio- 
lations in other local communi- 
ties.

These 
violations are life-safety issues, 
says Pattullo. Every second that a 
car is parked in a fire truck's path 
could mean saving or losing a per- 
son’s life, he says. 

Warshawsky expects to see a 
change quickly. “Just the three dig- 
its alone is enough to scare people,” 
he says.

still einbiais “Tuminelli said. That 
allowance is more than $500,000, 
said Director of Plant and Facili- 
ties Joe Piantedosi. However, if the 
subcontractor bids come back 
higher than that amount, the town 
will have to pick up the difference, 
said Tuminelli. 

It is a possibility that the town 
may have to increase the overall 
budget for the project, he added. 

However, it would be premature 
to guess at the cost before all the 
bids are in, said Piantedosi. If the 
town is lucky, the four subcon- 
tracting jobs could come in much 
lower than the first time and bal- 


ance the budget. “We won’t know 
whether we’re overbudget or not 
until we look at the total picture,” 
he said. 

In the event that the town falls 
short on its estimate, the town has 
two options, Piantedosi explained. 
The town has the right to reject all 
bids, if it determines that none of 
the figures submitted are satisfac- 
tory, and could rebid the entire 
project. Or, the town could pr oceed 
with construction overbudget and 
try to make up the difference by 
taking from the contingency. 

It is also possible that residents 
would need to approve more funds 
at Town Meeting.

r every one who has put 
P= taking a few courses 

because they just do not 
have the time, some local col- 
leges and universities may 
have a solution — online class- 
es. 

Offered in a variety of disci- 
plines, credit and noncredit 
online courses allow students 
the freedom to take classes on 
their own time, from the com- 
fort of their own computer. 
This flexibility is apparently 
what is driving the increasing 
popularity of these courses. 

“Time and convenience (are 
the motivators),” says Barbara 
Webber, assistant dean of con- 
tinuing education services at 
Northern Essex Community 
College (NECC). 

Online courses allow stu- 
dents to balance their busy 
lives with the education and 
training they desire, says Alan 
Doerr, an Andover resident 
and mathematics professor at 
the University of Massachu- 
setts Lowell, who has seen 
business travel and commit- 
ments at home make attending 
regular class sessions difficult 
for many adult students. 

With online courses, stu- 
dents can log on to read lecture 
notes and complete assign- 
ments any time during the 
day, on any computer. 
Although some courses, like 
those offered at Merrimack 
College, require students to 
attend an onsite introductory 
or wrap-up session, many 
classes require no trips to cam- 
pus. 
According to Ken Robinson, 
director of adult and alterna-

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Students net time, convenience with online courses 


tive studies at 
NECC, some 
classes at 
NECC don’t 
even require a 
trip to campus 
to pick up 
books — they 
are available to 
order online, as 
well. 

Melissa 
Aulis, a live-in 
nanny in 
Andover, had 
been taking 
night classes at 
NECC and 
wanted to give 
online courses 
a try. 

“The fact 
that I work out 
of a house (was 
a motivator),” she says, admit- 
ting she did not want to drive 
to school an extra night each 
week. 

“I was really hesitant. I’m 
not a great computer person,” 
says Aulis, a nursing student 
who credits her online courses 
with teaching her to navigate 
the Web. 

Aulis attended an on-cam- 
pus introductory session to 
receive her personal username 
and password, which provided 
her with access to her class. 

“Tt was so easy,” she remem- 
bers, saying that some people 
in her classes knew nothing 
about computers and still did 
fine. 

For those students who 
need help setting up their 
accounts or dealing with spe- 
cific technical issues during 
the semester, the schools have 


a support network of profes- 
sors and personnel available. 

Although classes are run 
online, they remain similar to 
traditional classroom courses, 
say school officials. Each class 
runs the length of a traditional 
semester and is capped at 25 
students to ensure that profes- 
sors are not overwhelmed with 
work and can give students an 
appropriate amount of atten- 
tion. The cost is also the same. 

What differs is the medium. 
The Internet allows students 
from all over the country, 
potentially, to have access to 
classes, says Doerr, a 40-year 
teaching veteran, who has had 
students from Japan and Pak- 
istan in his online classes. 
Doerr. holds virtual office 
hours weekly, so he can imme- 
diately respond to students 
postings or e-mails.

municate. 

Aulis sent 
an email to 
everyone in 
her English 
composition 
classes and got 
feedback on 
her thoughts 
and writing. 
She and _ her 
classmates 
also posted 
their papers 
on bulletin 
boards, so 
they could critique one anoth- 
er’s work before sending it to 
the professor for a grade. 

“It was a good support 
group,” says Aulis, who 
believes that classmates were 
more honest in their com- 
ments because they were not 
dealing with one another face- 
to-face. 

Exams are also given 
online. “They’re very similar 
to take-home exams in regular 
classes,” says Doerr who has 
not seen a significant differ- 
ence between online and moni- 
tored exam grades. 

Doerr also believes that 
cheating is not a major con- 
cern because the students are 
mostly continuing education 
professionals who are there to 
learn. 

“Cheating is at a minimum. 
It doesn’t help them at all,” he

concludes. 

Webber agrees, stating that 
for the most part cheating is no 
more a worry online than it is 
in a classroom setting, noting 
that a professor does not neces- 
sarily know if the person sit- 
ting in his classroom is who he 
says he is. 

Aulis also says that it was 
not a problem in her experi- 
ence. “It’s all the honor sys- 
tem,” she comments, adding 
that she and her classmates 
were informed at the begin- 
ning of the course that plagia- 
rism is not tolerated and is 
grounds for expulsion from the 
course. 

According to Webber and 
Doerr, the technical computer 
courses are currently the most 
popular. At UMass Lowell, stu- 
dents can complete their entire 
Information Systems degree 
online, says Doerr, who 
expects the University to offer 
a liberal arts degree online 
within the next year or two. 

But for all the flexibility 
online courses offer, they are 
not for everyone. 

“It needs a_ self-motivated 
learner,” warns’ Robinson, 
implying that procrastinators 
could become overwhelmed 
with work in this format. 

But Aulis recommends 
more disciplined students to 
give it a try. 

“T'd definitely be interested 
in taking more,” she praises. 
“It’s a wonderful way to take 
courses.“ 

Currently, NECC offers 10 
credit and 97 non-credit online 
courses, UMass Lowell offers 
more than 30 courses, and 
Merrimack College offers two.

Police: Case-by-case decisions when kids, alcohol meet

At least five of the 23 Andover kids 
arrested and charged with being 
minors in possession of alcohol at a 
Whispering Pines house party in April 
have been found not guilty, and one of 
those teens says he should not have 
been arrested in the first place. 

“The kids that fought it, we went to 
trial,” says Michael DaSilva, 17. “We 
waived our right to a jury and were 
found not guilty because the judge 
could not put a can of beer in our hands. 
They couldn’t even place us in the 
house (because police were unsure 
which kids they found outside).” 

DaSilva, Keith L. Espinola, Matthew 
Shaer, Oliver Brown and Joseph Furey 
were all found not guilty last Tuesday, 
July 18. 

While many of the other arrested 
teens agreed to a six-month general con- 
tinuance and took an alcohol-aware- 
ness program, some have fought the 
charge separately, says Police Chief 
Brian Pattullo. 

DaSilva says he fought the charges 
because was not drinking at the party, 
yet was arrested and charged, just like 
everyone else who did not run and 
escape from police. 

“T had only been there about 10 min- 
utes at the max,” he says. “I did not run, 
because I honestly didn’t know you 
could be arrested for being in the pres- 
ence of alcohol. 

“T understand why the police are 
operating the way they did. I know

they’re getting pressure from parents,” 
says DaSilva. “I just think they should 
rethink how they are going to handle 
parties, because I don’t think arresting 
everyone there is the way to handle it.” 

DaSilva says that instead of arrest- 
ing everyone, police should have placed 
at least some teens in protective cus- 
tody. 

“T think maybe this incident we used 
as a learning experience,” says Pattullo. 
“Do I feel the situation could have been 


handled differently. Yeah, I do. But 
Monday-morning quarterbacking is the 
easiest thing to do.” 

Pattullo says that, depending on the 
incident, police will either arrest peo- 
ple, place them in protective custody 
and bring them to the station, or call 
parents to come to a scene and pick up 
their kids. Judgment calls often must be 
made at the scene. In the case of the 
house party, police had been repeatedly 
called about the noise at the home, and 
found evidence of both alcohol and mar- 
ijuana use in the home, he says. 

“We look at each situation as it’s pre- 
sented,” says Pattullo. “In this particu- 
lar situation, we can say that every one 
of those kids got home safely and lived 
to talk about it the next day.” 

But DaSilva says arresting everyone 
at the Whispering Pines party sent the 
wrong message to those kids who were 
not drinking. 

“T think it’s going to have a negative 
impact on kids. They could feel, ‘Well, if 
I'm going to be arrested anyway, | 
might as well drink,” he says. “I think 
they should reward the kids who don’t 
drink. 

“Designated drivers save lives, and if 
they’re going to arrest designated dri- 
vers then its going to have the opposite 
effect,” he says. “No one’s going to risk 
being arrested to be a designated dri- 
ver. A 17-year-old doesn’t have that 
mindset. 

“You may not agree with it, but it’s a 
reality that kids are going to drink,” 


says DaSilva. “I don’t think the zero tol 
erance policy is going to stop kids from 
drinking.” 

DaSilva also says officers should 
came into health classes at the begin- 
ning of the school year and tell High 
School students how they will handle 
teenagers attending parties where alco- 
hol is found. 

“I know that none of the kids there 
knew you could get arrested for being at 
a party (with alcohol),” he says. “It 
came as a shock to everyone.” 

Pattullo notes that he has had three 
separate meetings with the Andover 
CARES group to discuss underage 
drinking and drug use, and to answer 
parents and teen-agers questions. He 
plans to have more such round-table 
discussions. 

“We look at every situation individu- 
ally,” says Pattullo. “It’s a tough call. 
We read about tragic events and people 
being hurt or killed in communities not 
that far from ours. In Manchester by 
the Sea, a young man ran away from 
the scene (when police arrived at a 
party). 

“They found him dead behind a 
restaurant. There are tragic events we 
don’t want to happen,” he says. “At 
least we know that all of the kids 
brought in that night are OK. 

“But I’m not going to Monday-morn- 
ing quarterback that decision,” says 
Pattullo. “Hopefully, in the future we'll 
look at the totality of the situation and 
make an effective decision.” 


Selectmen take first plodding steps to charter review

men’s vote for a charter review, Andover took its 
first step in that direction Monday night when two 
selectmen and the town manager agreed to devel- 
op a game plan for the review. 

Selectmen Mary French and John Hess, and 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski, will form a sub- 
committee to create a charter review committee 
and outline its goals. 

How many people should be on the committee, 
who should appoint them, and the issues the com- 
mittee should focus on are among the proposals 
the subcommittee will recommend, said French. 
In addition, the subcommittee will decide whether 
the committee’s research will be open ended, or if 
it must stick to specific questions, such as whether 
the town should switch to a city-council or a repre- 
sentative town meeting format. 

French, who does not support the charter 
review, said the subcommittee members were 
chosen to balance varying levels of enthusiasm. 

Selectmen Chairman Brian Major expects the 
subcommittee will recommend that the selectmen 
correct the wording of February’s vote to create a 
commission at that time (see sidebar). Andover’s 
Special Acts charter does not require a commis- 


assembled and beginning research in early Sep- 
tember. He anticipates the research to take at least 
a year. “The committee may need more or less 
time. But I want them to have enough time so they 
can do it justice,” Major said. 

The original motion for a charter review by for- 
mer selectman Larry Larsen, proposed back in 
January, included a two-year working period, 
French noted. She would not be surprised if the 
review takes that long. 

“At this point, it’s clear that (a charter review) 
is something the selectmen feel should happen. It’s 
a matter of how to make this the most effective 
and best functioning proposal we can come up 
with,” said French. 

“I was never a proponent behind a charter 
review,” Major said. “But with the majority of the 
board interested in it, and at least some part of the 
town (residents), let’s not waste any time on get- 
ting it going.” 

The  subcommittee’s recommendations 
should be prepared by the Aug. 7 or Aug. 14 
selectmen’s meeting, said French. Recommen- 
dations for appointments to the committee will 
follow soon after, Major added. 


It’s a small stumbling block 
in the way of the promised 
charter review, but a problem 
nonetheless. The Board of 
Selectmen’s February vote to 
create a charter review com- 
mission was misworded. And 
while “committee” and “com- 
mission” are often  inter- 
changeable in town-govern- 
ment conversation, a town 
charter review is no place for 
mix-ups, said Town Manager 
Buzz Stapcezynski. 

Back in February select- 
men voted to create a commis- 
sion, a group of individuals 
selected to research and 
review the charter. 

But that choice of words, 
which is recorded in the Feb- 
ruary minutes, was incorrect, 
said Stapcezynski.

The Special Acts charter, | 
which Andover follows, does | 
not require the establishment | 
of a commission to conduct a | 
charter review, he explained. 
If Andover had a Home Rule 
charter, another written form | 
of government that gives com- 
munities more governing 
power, a commission would be 
required to present proposed 
changes to Town Meeting, 
where residents could vote to 
put them immediately into 
effect. 

Andover, on the other hand, 
may form a committee at will 
to research the charter for 
potential changes.

Pouring over a water problem 


After Brookfield Road resident Larry 
Marocco stood up at the July 12 selectmen’s 
meeting to explain that his neighborhood had 
a dirty water problem, some of his neighbors 
felt the board needed a little more convincing. 

At last week’s meeting, Brookfield Road 
resident Dan Gagnon showed up to press the 
issue. 

“I don’t know if the selectmen know how 
bad the water is, so I brought some of my 
own,” said Gagnon. 

He pulled two jars of yellow water from a 
bag, and plunked them down on the select- 
men’s table. 

He followed that up by passing around a 
pair of rust-stained socks for added visual 
effect. 

But the show-and-tell was effective, said 
Selectmen Chairman Brian Major. 

“I thought he did an excellent job,” said 
Major. “To have someone talk about some- 
thing is one thing, but to be able to see it 
gives you a completely different perspective. 
(Gagnon’s) presentation was very succinct 
and straight to the point.” 

Selectmen had taken Marocco’s plea seri- 
ously two weeks ago, said Major. “But when 
you see it, it adds another level of immedia- 
cy,” he admitted. 

By the next selectmen’s meeting, Aug.7, 
Major expects that to have a detailed plan of 
what will happen in the near future to allevi- 
ate the problem. 

Though he hopes to identify all the town’s 


unlined pipes and replace them within a long- 
term plan (which DPW believes is a cause of 
the rusty water), Brookfield Road needs a 
short-term reprieve, he said. The board is 
awaiting more discussion on the issue with 
DPW Director Jack Petkus. 

For now, the issue has been successfully 
impressed upon the selectmen. “It’s definitely 
a problem,” said Major.

for or against the proposals. But if passed, the 
changes must then be approved by the state 
legislature before being written into the char- 
ter. 

The misunderstanding is a quick-fix, 
requiring the selectmen to simply revote 
using the correct term, said Stapezynski. 

The mistake will be corrected, but it is not 
top priority, said Chairman Brian Major. 
Now that the board has created a sub-commit- 
tee to outline a charter committee’s responsi- 
bility, Major expects the committee to recom- 
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mend that selectmen call it a committee, not a 
commission. 

Though Stapezynski noticed the incorrect 
word when the vote was taken in February, 
he was not overly concerned, saying the 
wording would not have caused any legal 
problems in the long run. 

However, it is best for the selectmen to 
clean up their language to avoid added confu- 
sion, he said. 

“I think for the sake of clarity they should 
use the word committee,” he said.

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Checking with neighbors on hockey-rink issues 
PA: Some, not all, concessions OK

At a Thursday night 
community meeting, 
Head of School Barbara 
Chase outlined the 
changes that Phillips 
Academy has already 
put in motion to allevi- 
ate the community’s 
concerns about the 
hockey-rinks __ project. 
But in terms of the 
basic layout, PA stood 
its ground, insisting 
that the plan will stay 
the same. 

Many neighbors 
want more conces- 
sions. Not satisfied 
with the changes PA 
has offered, some main- 
tain that a new site 
must be chosen, a dif- 
ferent entrance road 
must be developed, and rink usage hours should 
be given a second look. While PA is researching 
the traffic and hours issues for improvement, 
moving the site is just not feasible, say Phillips 
spokespeople. 

PA officials said Thursday’s meeting was the 
sixth hosted by the school for project discussion. 

“We want to be a good neighbor. We want to 
hear your voices, views and opinions,” Chase 
said. 

She opened the meeting by explaining why 
she believes the current site is the best option for 
both the school and its neighbors. 

Putting the rinks where the current tennis 
courts are will keep all the athletic facilities 
together, and create needed locker space for sev- 
eral sports under the rink roof, Chase said. The 
site allows the hundreds of students who will use 
the rinks and the nearby fields to move across 
campus Safely, without crossing any major-traffic 
roads. 

“We looked at every possible site for this facili- 
ty,” Chase said. 

Already, the school has decided to eliminate 
the Pearson Farm House, relocate and enclose 
the mechanical refrigeration system, add brush 
to improve the landscape and screening, and 
fund additional traffic reviews to determine what 
the traffic impact will be when the rinks are fin- 
ished, she said. 

The entire length of the facility will be built 
into a hillside, four feet below grade, so that less 
building will be visible to abutting residents. 

All of these changes were made in response to 
neighbors’ concerns, said Sharon Britton, direc- 
tor of communications. Phillips footed an extra 
$300,000 to cover those changes, Chase said. 

The school is currently working to address 
more of the neighbors’ concerns, such as decreas- 
ing the operating hours, she added. PA is paying 
for a peer review of the traffic flow, to compare 
against its own study, and to develop an egress 
plan that will be the safest for the school and the 
surrounding neighbors. After speaking about 
traffic concerns with neighbors, the police, the 
Planning Board and the Mass. Highway Depart- 
ment, it is also looking into changing the speed 
limits on Route 28, and potentially adding a third, 
turning lane at the proposed entrance to the 
rinks, Facilities Director Michael Williams said. 

The idea of turning Dwight Street into a rink 
entrance, as some residents have suggested, has 
not been ignored, as some neighbors said, but is 
being looked into by the school, said Chase. 

“We are looking into the Dwight Street 
option,” she said. “But I have tremendous wor-

ries about that option, because cars would be 
coming through the campus where students and 
families are crossing to go to other athletic facili- 
ties. Traffic and cars would be going one way, 
and hundreds of kids would be going the other.” 

Neighbors group member Julie Childs sug- 
gested stacking the rinks, an idea she says her 
husband proposed to PA back in January. The 
two levels of ice would be on top of each other, 
making the site farther from the abutting neigh- 
bors. 

That option is not feasible, and because it is an 
extremely expensive concept, PA never seriously 
looked at it, said Williams. The concept is struc- 

rally weak as well, because the ice on the top 
floor would be susceptible to frequent cracking 
and pressure strains. Stacking the rinks would 
also add at least 15 feet to the building’s height, 
said Bruce Peschel, capital project manager. 

Many of the abutting neighbors had agreed 
that they would not mind moving the rink site 20 
feet closer to their homes, as Tom Childs had sug: 
gested back in early July, to allow room for a 
road between the current football field and the 
proposed rinks. This road would connect with 
Dwight Street. 

PA has not yet come to a decision on the feasi- 
bility of that concept, but is looking into it as part 
of their study of Dwight Street, said Williams. 
“Our design team is studying that in detail, and 
our study is not yet complete,” he said. However, 
the scheme does involve Dwight Street, which 
Chase mentioned she has reservations about. 

“We don’t have a proposal yet that is satisfac- 
tory to all groups,” said Williams. PA is willing to 
take all recommendations seriously, “as long as 
they are reasonable,” he added. A permit has not 
yet been filed for the proposed entrance’s curb 
cut, in ¢he hopes that a consensus can be reached. 

Clearly, the plan is far from finalized, Chase 
said, because PA is still researching possibilities 
suggested by the community. “The master plan is 
an evolving thing,” she said. 

Though some neighbors indicated they 
believe they’re not getting anywhere, Chase 
urged those present not to lose hope that a satis- 
factory conclusion could occur. 

“I sense a kind of feeling as if the glove has 
been thrown down,” she said. “We will try as 
hard as we can to listen, and to make the project 
be a good one for everyone involved.” 

It is possible, however, that both sides will not 
agree in the end, she said. 

The next opportunity to discuss the project 
will be at the Aug. 1 Planning Board meeting.

Handmade veils add elegance for bride 


Enchanted Lace in Amherst, N.H. is 
offering just that for brides enchanted, 
18th century lace wedding veils. 

The veils date back to the mid 19th cen- 
tury when intricate, full-length veils were 
at the height of fashion. The veils are all 
handmade from cotton yarn in Honiton, a 
small town in England known for its lace 
work. 

Honiton lace is 
actually called bone 
lace or bobbin lace, 
first made in the 
town of Honiton. 
The age of the veils 
is most important. 
Prior to 1820, all of 
the lace work was 
completed by hand. 
After 1820, veils 
were created by 
using a_ piece ol 
machine-made netting, with 
ornamental pieces attached. 

The lace workers, prior to 1820, would 
create the lace netting in half-inch strips, 
uniting them with seams invisible to the 
eye. Even after 1820, the ornamental pieces 
were handmade and attached in this deli-

cate manner. 

The lace dates back as far as 1630 to the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth I. Lace pieces 
were popular among the elite, including 
England’s royalty. Queen Victoria sought a 
handmade lace wedding gown, and later in 
1841. commissioned a lace christening robe 
for her son, Edward VII, that is still in use 
today within the 
royal family. 

Lace making 
continued 
throughout the 
region until the 
1920s when 
machine produc- 
tion created a 
competitive mar- 
ket, beating out 
the handmade 
product. Lace 
makers could not 
compete with the speed of machinery, and 
the field declined abruptly.

typically in white, but might wear a tra- 
ditional silk dress. 

One unique facet of the Chinese wed- 
ding is the tea ceremony, meant for the 
bride and groom to show respect for 
their parents and family. During the 
ceremony, the bride will serve tea to the 
groom’s parents, and possibly her own, 
and bow to them. The groom will repeat 
the act, sometimes without bowing. 
After the bride serves the tea, the 
groom’s family will present her with a 
gift to welcome her into the family. The 
bride repeats this before the groom's 
siblings, beginning with the oldest 
brothers. The gifts are typically jewelry, 
heirloom pieces or money in a red enve- 
lope (considered lucky). 

Another Chinese tradition is for the 
bride and groom to drink wine and 
honey from crystal goblets tied with red 
ribbon. Again, red is a sign of luck, love 
and joy. 


German: 

German ceremonies are similar to 
American customs. The two largest reli- 
gions are Protestant and Catholic, with 
services in line with those beliefs. The 
unique facet of German weddings, 
according to weddingbells.com, is the 
large number — 10,000 - of historic cas- 
tles and chapels located in the country. 

In Germany, flower girls still throw 
real flower petals and no one ever 
throws rice. It is viewed as wasteful. 

But, on the evening prior to the wed- 
ding, friends and family smash plates on 
the bride’s doorstep. 

On her wedding day, the bride will 
carry salt and bread in her pocket to 
represent a plentiful union. 


Greek Orthodox: 

The Greek Orthodox church honors 
the Holy Trinity throughout its reli- 
gious ceremonies, by repeating many 
rituals three times. During the ceremo- 
ny, the couple exchanges rings. Howev- 


er, the priest places them on the hand of 
both the bride and groom, and uses the 
right hand. The couple is “crowning”, 
and the crowns are connected. While 
wearing the crowns, the couple walks 
around the altar three times, again to 
honor the Holy Trinity. 

The bride and groom then share a 
cup of wine to symbolize the “common 
cup of joys and sorrows.” 

Bridal attendants typically wear the 
Greek “eye” symbol to ward off bad 
luck. 

There is a wedding night tradition 
where a baby is rolled on the bride and 
groom’s mattress to bless them with fer- 
tility. 


Hindu: 

Hindu custom is to set a wedding 
date in line with an appropriate astro- 
logical date. The ceremony is viewed 
more as a celebration for the family and 
community than as a service. 

The bride and groom take seven steps 
together to represent seven blessings 
they seek in life, such as health, wealth, 
happiness and devotion. 

The bride stands on a stone at one 
point, symbolizing the loyalty and faith- 
fulness in the marriage. The phrase 
“tying the knot” is thought to date back 
to Hindu wedding custom when the 
groom ties a gold necklace around his 
bride’s neck. There is also a ceremonial 
pit of fire around which the couple will 
walk, typically seven times.

Japanese wedding customs are adapt- 
ing to more western traditions. There 
are. however, four styles of Japanese 
weddings. 

The Shinto style wedding is the most 
traditional, with only immediate family 
members in attendance. Matchmakers 
who helped the couple meet are also 
invited. 

The bride wears white; the groom 
wears black. During the ceremony, the 
*couple will drink nine sips of sake, hon- 
oring three as a lucky number. The 
drinks are taken three each from three 
different glasses. 

A Buddhist style of wedding is com- 
parable, with all services led by a 
monk. 

Traditional Western weddings with 
white gowns, tuxedos and rings are also 
common, typically in a Protestant 
church. And the fourth style of ceremo- 
ny is more informal, comparable to a 
reception held in a hotel or function 
facility. Guests never purchase gifts for 
the couple; rather monetary gifts are 
given in a red envelope. Adornments 
and appearance of the money envelope 
are very particular in line with Japan- 
ese customs and beliefs about what is 
lucky or unlucky. 

Monetary gifts are also given in odd- 
numbered amounts. It is viewed as bad 
luck to give a gift that can be divided by 
two. 


Mexican: 

Weddings for people of Mexican her- 
itage are usually in a church, with the 
bride in white and groom in a tuxedo. 
One facet unique to their heritage is the 


link of love and religion, symbolized by 
a large rosary, wrapped around the 
bride and groom as they kneel at the 
altar. 


Muslim: 

There is no grand engagement in the 
Muslim faith, according to wedding: 
bells.com. Women offer themselves to 
men in marriage. It is permissible for a 
Muslim man to marry a non-Muslim 
woman. but a female Muslim must 
marry a Muslim groom, according to 
tradition. 

Once the groom accepts the bride's 
offer of marriage, he presents her with 
a gift — jewelry, a home, money or even 
education. It is a sign the groom will 
care for his new bride. 

During the actual wedding ceremo- 
ny, the bride is represented by a male 
in her life, typically a male relative. 
The bride and groom are kept in sepa- 
rate rooms. The bride’s representative, 
called a wali, will meet with the groom 
before an officiator. This person speaks 
to the groom and her wali to determine 
the wedding is of their own will. Once 
he pronounces them married, the mar- 


riage is viewed as blessed in the eyes of 


God. 


Spain: 

Instead of the festive red typically 
worn in Spain, weddings are a time for 
orange. It is believed that orange repre- 
sents chastity and purity, so orange 
blossoms are used in the bridal bou- 
quet. The blossom tree is an evergreen, 
also thought to be good luck, represent- 
ing an everlasting love.

The Magic of Butterflies 


By Barbara Buls 
he lazy hot days of summer are a perfect time 
for a hike through the forest. Harold Parker 
State Forest is located in the towns of Andover, 
North Andover, Middleton, and North Reading and 
has one of the nicest hiking trails in eastern Massa- 
chusetts. 

I was taking a hike through the forest off Berry 
Pond Road recently when I spotted one our resident 
butterflies, the Spicebush Swallowtail (Pterourus 
troilus) slowly but persistently flitting its way 
through the trees. She found a patch of sassafras trees 
and proceeded to lay eggs on the leaves. Landing gen- 
tly on the edge of the leaf, she stretched her abdomen 
beneath the leaf and placed a small, shiny white egg 
on the underside. These eggs will hatch in just a few 
days into a small incredibly beautiful green caterpil- 
lar with orange and black eye spots. The caterpillar’s 
chief job is to eat and grow until it is ready to carry 
on the fascinating process of complete metamorpho- 
sis, meaning that it will go through a pupal stage 
(known as a chrysalis in the case of butterflies), and 
hatch into a rather large showy, black and blue but- 
terfly. If you have never followed this cycle, it’s an 
absolutely captivating process. 

This is the second year that I have raised monarch 
butterflies. Although you probably won't spot a 
monarch flying around in the forest, I have set up a

butterfly house just inside the campground on Jenk- 
ins Road, which the public may come to see. I gath- 
ered the eggs in the middle of June from milkweed 
plants that are very common and generally found 
growing in disturbed sites and road sides. Milkweed 
is considered to be a weed to most humans, but to the 
monarch, it is virtually the source of life itself. The 
monarch is complete dependent on milkweed for its 
caterpillar stage, and they will lay as many as several 
hundred eggs on many different milkweed plants. 
The eggs are singular, white “footballs” about the size 
of a pinhead. Upon hatching, the caterpillar, only 1 
mm in length, will eats its egg case and then begin 
munching on milkweed. In its two-week life, a 
monarch caterpillar will gain as much as 3,000 times

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its original weight and shed its skin several times! 
After attaining its maximum size of about 2 inches, it 
will hang from its back prolegs in the shape of “J” 
and after a short time, will once again split its skin 
right behind the head. What is inside is the amazing 
green and gold chrysalis, which then requires anoth- 
er two weeks to mature before the adult emerges and 
stretches its wings to start one more generation. if 
you have never seen this fascinating process, feel free 
to come to the campground at Harold Parker State 
Forest and I would be happy to share with you the 
magic of butterflies.
